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of the design from a portrait by the 
American artist, Rembrandt Peale. This 
painting, executed around 1824, is 
owned by the Independence National 
Historic Park Collection in Philadelphia 
and hangs in the portrait gallery of the 
Second Bank of the United States build- 
ing in Philadelphia. 

The central obverse motif is encircled 
by the inscriptions, GEORGE WASH- 
INGTON, 250th ANNIVERSARY OF 
BIRTH, 1982. The legend LIBERTY 
and the artist’s initials EJ appear to the 
left of the figure. 

The eastern facade of Mount Vernon, 
Washington’s home on the Potomac, is 
depicted on the reverse of the coin. Be- 
low the building is placed the heraldic 
eagle bearing the banner E Pluribus 
Unum. Miss Jones has indicated that 
this eagle is similar to those on U.S. 
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coins issued during the period 1798- 
1804. The surrounding inscriptions 
read: UNITED STATES OF AMERICA, 
HALF DOLLAR, and above the build- 
ing, IV GOD WE TRUST. 

Mrs. Pope specified that the George 
Washington Commemorative Coin Act, 
Public Law 97-104, provides for the 
minting of up to ten million 90% silver 
half dollars. These coins will be the first 
90% U.S. silver coins to be minted since 
1964, and the first commemorative 
coins to be produced by the Mint since 
1954. 

The Mint Director added that it 
would be several months before these 
coins, which will be offered in both 
Proof and Uncirculated condition, will 
be available for purchase. Details of this 
historic coin offering will be announced 
in the next several weeks, she said.

THE ENGLISH “‘CARTWHEEL”’ IN ECONOMIC PERSPECTIVE

Boulton’s George III Two Pence was huge as you can see. And it weighed two ounces. He used the 
incused lettering style which was novel in those by-gone days. 


The “Cartwheel” coinage of 1979 
represented a re-acceptance by the 
British government of its obligation and 
responsibility to meet the challenge for 
supplying small money coinage for the 
industrial wage-earners. The money 
shortage problem generated by the In- 
dustrial Revolution was a serious matter 
and plagued all strata of English society, 


especially during the last of the 18th 
century. 

The years of silver famine caused by 
the currency reforms of 1697 and 1717 
had left silver undervalued and 
prompted its gradual withdrawal from 
circulation. In the early 1770's, the 
government, feeling seemingly unequal

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KRAUS PUBLICATIONS continued 
page-production department. The mas- 
sive amount of information presented in 
each catalog, including the 2,000-page 
Standard Catalog of World Coins, is 
stored in company-owned and operated 
computers. In addition to data storage, 
the high-speed technology of computers 
is used to produce advertising and edi- 
torial copy .as well as process subscrip- 
tions. Due to an immense amount of in- 
coming mail each day, the U.S. Postal 
Service has given Krause Publications its 
own zip code — 54990. An abundance 
of incoming mail necessarily means a 
like amount of outbound mail as sub- 
scription and catalog orders are pro- 
cessed. To facilitiate speedy handling of 
outgoing mail, a special area in the com- 
pany’s shipping department is used as an 
official pickup branch of the Postal 
Service. Last year, Krause Publications 
sent Uncle Sam more than $1.4-million 
in postage for its periodicals. 


NON-NUMISMATIC PERIODICALS 


While it was in the field of coin col- 
lecting that Krause Publications first 
_ began serving hobbyists in 1952, the 
company has built a considerable re- 
_ putation in three other leisure-time pur- 
suits over the past 30 years. 

In 1971, wishing to diversify the 
firm’s base of operations, and to fill a 
need he saw in another area of his per- 
sonal hobby involvement, Chet Krause 
founded Old Cars, a tabloid newspaper 
for antique auto enthusiasts. That news- 
paper, now produced weekly, was 
joined in 1978 by Old Cars Price Guide, 
a unique magazine format providing the 
first time to the average collector ball- 
park values for antique cars. A year 
later, Car Exchange, a monthly news- 
stand magazine geared to the fans of 
post-World War II autos, debuted. 

Krause Publications’ Old Cars Divi- 
sion has also provided a line of reference 
catalogs and three volumes of The Best 
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of Old Cars. 

It was also in 1979 that Krause Pub- 
lications took over the reins of Western 
Publications in Austin, Tex. Real stories 
of the American West are now presented 
monthly in the newsstand - magazine 
True West, and the quarterly Old West. 
An innovative concept in publishing is 
the firm’s reprinting of the Western 
Americana classic magazine, Hunter’s 
Frontier Times, dating back to the 
1920s and being sold on a subscription 
basis more than half a century later. 

The latest hobby field to be served 
by Krause Publications is the fast- 
growing baseball card and related sports 
memorabilia collecting. 

That hobby’s first nationally-distri- 
buted newsstand magazine, Baseball 
Cards, premiered in April 1981, and is 
now published twice a year, at Open- 
ing Day and World Series time. In mid- 
1981, Krause purchased the sports 
memorabilia’s leading collectors’ maga- 
zine, Sports Collectors Digest, and 
placed it on a bi-weekly frequency, 
making it the most timely periodical 
available in the hobby. 

One standard that remains constant 
throughout the various Krause periodi- 
cals is the firm’s dedication to serve the 
best interests of the collector. Chet 
Krause’s carefully chosen motto of 30 
years ago means as much today as it did 
when Krause Publications consisted of a 
single newspaper; all Krause periodicals 
continue to be published, “‘By collec- 
tors, for collectors.’

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KRAUS PUBLICATIONS continued 
his mark in areas far removed from the 
corporate office. 

The fact is, few people have done 
more to popularize coin collecting than 
Chet Krause. In addition to guiding 
Krause Publications, he has helped thou- 
sands of people enjoy their leisure time 
in the fun-filled, educational, and profit- 
able numismatic hobby. 

Naturally, his greatest contributions 
have been directly in the form of the 
long and distinguished line of numis- 
matic newspapers, magazines, books, 
and reference catalogs, which he has 
given the hobby since 1952. But there 
has been more. 

In the last three decades, Krause has 
made hundreds of appearances before 
coin clubs and civic groups, talking 
about the benefits of coin collecting. 

He has also lobbied extensively and 
successfully in Washington for legisla- 
tion beneficial to the grass roots coin 
collector. He is credited with tireless 
work in both houses of Congress for the 
restoration of mint marks on U.S. coins 
since 1968, after they had been re- 
moved during the coin shortage of 1965. 
His victory was not only in restoring the 
mint marks that are so important to 
collectors, but on a larger scale of per- 
suading the bureaucracy that coin 
collectors were not to blame for the 
coin shortage. 

In the late 1960’s, Krause cam- 
paigned on Capitol Hill for the resump- 
tion of dollar coinage, last minted in 
1935. Positive results came in 1971, 
with the introduction of the Eisen- 
hower dollar. 

The Hobby Protection Act of 1973, 
helping collectors deal with the prob- 
lem of replicas, was another measure 
Krause actively endorsed. 

Others of Krause’s hobby achieve- 
ments may be less well-publicized, but 
nevertheless, are just as beneficial to 
collectors. Several of them involve 
helping hobbyists to communicate —

the purpose for which the company 
was founded. 

Krause’s most important achieve- 
ment in the area of communications in- 
volved the descriptions used in grading 
coins. Until the early 1950’s, collectors, 
hundreds of miles apart, found it diffi- 
cult to describe their coins to each other 
when buying, selling, and trading. The 
problem, Krause believed, stemmed 
from a lack of universally-used guide- 
lines. He therefore set out to solve the 
problem by codifying a set of coin- 
grading standards and publishing them 
frequently in the pages of Numismatic 
News. The idea worked. For the first 
time, collectors could turn to a consis- 
tent and universal set of grading 
standards for use in their transactions. 

To give collectors a more precise way 
of communicating, Krause has created 
many numismatic phrases that are com- 
monly used today, such as “Mail Bid 


Sale’ and ‘‘Non-Circulating Legal 
Tender.”

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From his first months on the job, 
Mishler has been effective in translating 
the editorial views of Numismatic News 
into action in the legislative chambers of 
Washington, D.C. 

That Iola-to-Washington connection, 
still often used today, has proven most 
beneficial to the coin collecting hobby. 
Mishler points to one successful lobby- 
ing effort with particular pride: the pro- 
tection of collector interests in the gov- 
ernment’s sale of the Carson City silver 
dollar hoard. 

In creating its sales program in the 
early 1970's, the government intended 
to sell all Carson City cartwheels as un- 
circulated specimens. However, 
Mishler’s personal examination of the 
coins showed many to be _ badly 
scratched or tarnished and, as such, not 
acceptable as uncirculated by hobby 
quality standards. He led the fight to 
have those coins properly described to 
potential buyers. His proposals won out. 
More than 700,000 coins were sold 
under the proper designation of “‘im- 
perfect uncirculated.” 

Mishler again swung into action in 
1970 when Treasury officials insisted 
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the new Eisenhower dollar be issued 
without silver. With the tradition of 
silver dollar production in America dat- 
ing back to 1794 and with their role as a 
collector favorite in mind, Mishler con- 
vinced the Treasury Department to 
create a special collector’s edition, and 
the hobby scored another victory with 
the striking of 40% silver Ike dollars. 

Another successful lobbying effort 
on behalf of the hobby involved the 
creation of the Bicentennial commemor- 
ative coins. After U.S. Mint officials 
told the Bicentennial Commission (on 
which Mishler had been invited to 
serve) that the Treasury would not en- 
dorse special coins for the Bicentennial, 
Mishler set out for Capitol Hill to 
change some minds. He succeeded. The 
hobby and the American public at large 
enjoyed the issue of the Bicentennial 
quarter, half dollar, and dollar coins. 

Clifford Mishler’s achievements at 
Krause Publications have taken him well 
beyond the daily work of a publisher. 
As a hobby leader, he has aggressively 
fought for those principles that have 
protected the coin collector and made 
the hobby more enjoyable.

PICKING “GOOD BUYS” RISKY BUSINESS 
By RANDY CAMPBELL, West Palm Beach 


INTRODUCTORY NOTE: Exactly four years ago, F.U.N. Board Member, Randy Campbell, wrote 
an article on the emerging Morgan Dollar series for FUN-Topics. His article included a number of 
specific “buy” recommendations for those interested in investing in Morgan Dollars, Did Randy’s 


predictions come true? Read the article reproduced here and decide for yourself. 


In my previous article on silver 
dollars, I commented that, despite the 
record price upsurge for these dollars, 
there still remain a number of good 
buys in the Morgan Dollar series. Rela- 
tively speaking, a number of dates are 
greatly underpriced. Which dates should 
we invest in? What kind of growth 
should we expect? 

First, a word of caution: Predicting 
future events, whether it’s done by 
soothsayers, stockbrokers, or coin col- 
lectors, can be a very risky enterprise. 
Judgments can be made based on fac- 
tors such as rarity, availability, demand, 
etc. But other factors, such as emotion- 
alism, clever promotions, or the unex- 
pected discovery of a new dollar board, 
could greatly alter any prediction of 
“good buys’’ versus “bad buys.” A little 
history is instructive in regard to numis- 
matic forecasts that have run amuck. 

Jim Osbon’s Silver Dollar Encyclo- 
pedia is a highly readable investor- 
oriented book wherein the author 
makes precise recommendations on 
every silver dollar. The top-rated invest- 
ment, according to Osbon, is the choice 
B.U. 1829-S, for which he forecasted a 
72% growth during 1976-77-78" 

What has happened to Osbon’s num- 
ber one investment? During 1977, the 
1892-S actually Jost $500, from 
$11,000 to $10,500! In fact, the ’92-S 
was perhaps the worst performer in the 
entire Morgan series! So much for that 
prediction. 

In 1976, consulting economist John 
Kamin authored the highly popular 
How to Make Money in Coins. Chockful 
of sound ideas, Kamin’s book also in- 


cludes a number of specific buy-sell re- 
commendations. 

One of them concerned the 1890-0 
dollar. Kamin stated that “the 1890-0 
has the dubious distinction of being one 
of the most overpriced of the O-Mint 
silver dollar rolls. . . . Clients were pri- 
vately advised to get rid of their rolls? 
At $600 a roll, Kamin felt that the 
1890-0 was overpriced. 

What has happened to this predic- 
tion? Twelve months ago, the choice 
B.U. 1890-0 was bid at about $28; 
today, it’s bid at about $72! Ouch! 

The most recent effort among the 
books on silver dollars is Les and Sue 
Fox’s Silver Dollar Fortune Telling, 
published in mid-1977. With varying 
degrees of accuracy, the authors at- 
tempt to tell us exactly how many 
circulated, uncirculated, and _proof- 
like dollars exist of a given date, along 
with price forecasts through 1987. 

The 1879-S and 1880-S were two 
dates that were not highly rated by the 
Foxes.’ Investment in these dates was 
not encouraged. How accurate was this 
forecast? Since mid-1977, these two 
dates have increased over 50% over the 
Teletype. And so, another prediction 
“bites the dust.” 

If a silver dollar collector was only 
going to buy one book on dollars, that 
book should be Wayne Millers An 
Analysis of Morgan and Peace Dollars. 
For insight and clarity, his book is un- 
surpassed. His section on grading (and 
overgrading) is particularly useful, yet 
even Miller was not above making a few 
mistakes.

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For example, at $900, “‘the 1934-S 
dollar is overpriced at today’s levels. It 
is certainly an overrated coin in gem 
B.U. condition.”’* Since Miller pub- 
lished that statement, the choice B.U. 
1934-S, supposedly overrated, has 
zoomed ahead from $900 to over 
$2,000! Thus, any attempt at price pre- 
dictions must be made with the under- 
standing that this is a hit-and-miss en- 
deavor, even among knowledgeable 
specialists. ‘““You places your money, 
and you takes your chances,” as the old 
saying goes. 

With that in mind, let’s turn to those 
dates which I believe to be undervalued 
at today’s prices. I will restrict my selec- 
tions to those Morgan dollars priced 
under $100, since few of us can afford 
to buy quantities of the more expensive 
dates, even if they ARE good buys at 
today’s prices.° Also, keep in mind that 
these recommendations are for choice 
to gem B.U. dollars only. Lower grades 
are not included in the analysis. 

My first recommendation centers

around the ‘“‘O” Mint dollars from 1879 | 


to 1882. Collectors should be warned 
that a high percentage of these dollars 
offered for sale as choice B.U. are, in 
fact, not choice B.U. A.U. and badly 
bagmarked uncirculated coins are com- 
mon among these dates. Watch your 
grading very carefully! The 1880-0, in 
particular, is a truly scarce coin in gem 
B.U. Relatively speaking, the 1881-0 
and 1882-0 are perhaps 25 to 50 times 
scarcer in choice B.U. than the compar- 
ably priced “‘S” Mints from 1879 to 
1882. I predict that five to seven years 
from now, the 1881-0 and 1882-0 will 
have significantly outdistanced the 
1881-S and 1882-S. Purchase of a few 
select specimens of the “‘O” Mints from 
1879 to 1882 is highly recommended at 
today’s Teletype prices. 

The next selection centers around 
two dates that are common in MS 60 
Unc., but not so common in fully struck 
MS 65. The 1887-O and 1888-0 are 


usually seen poorly struck, with moder- 


ate to heavy bagmarks. It is probably 
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fair to say that out of 100 uncirculated 
coins, only two or three will be fully 
struck choice B.U.’s. 

1887-O dollars with full hair over 
Liberty’s ear and full breast feathers on 
the eagle are seldom seen. An additional 
bonus for the prospective buyer is the 
fact that these two dates have a number 
of rare VAM varieties which, if pur- 
chased for the price of a common 
variety, will greatly enhance your profit 
potential. Check these varieties! 

The 1888-0 is currently quoted at 
about $14 over the Teletype. In reality, 
it is certainly as rare, if not rarer, in 
strict MS 65 than dates such as 1890- 
S ($48), 1891-S ($60), and 1897-S 
($70). Invest in a few fully struck 
1887-O and 1888-0 dollars, when and 
if you find them! 

Four surprisingly tough “P” Mints 
are next on the list. The lower priced 
1890-P and 1900-P are frequently 
thought of as being “common” dates. 
No way! These dates, like the previ- 
ously mentioned “‘O”’ Mints, are many 
times scarcer in truly choice B.U. than 
the common “S” Mints or the 1893- 
*84-’85-““O” Mints. Be sure that you are 
buying strictly choice to gem specimens. 
The 1890-P and 1900-P are easily found 
in MS 60, but truly choice MS 65’s are 
tough to find. 

The third tough “P” Mint is the 
higher priced 1891-P. It is currently 
selling for about $66 over the Teletype, 
but in my estimation, it is destined for 
much higher ground. During the last 12 
months of intensive searching through- 
out Florida, I have been able to locate 
only two choice specimens for purchase 
of this date. 

The 1902-P also is underrated by 
many cartwheel collectors. How many 
choice B.U.’s of this date have you seen 
lately? Prooflike collectors have long 
recognized the rarity of this date (P-L’s 
have recently been selling for $500 to 
$1,000 and up). At today’s prices, both 
the 1891-P and the 1902-P represent a 


sound investment. 

My next selection is the 1878-P, 7 
over 8 tailfeather version. When buying 
them, insist on obtaining those with at 
least 4 extra tips showing underneath 
the eagle’s 7 tailfeathers. Scarce VAM 
varieties abound in the 7/8 tailfeather 
version, so check those varieties care- 
fully. For this coin, bagmarks, plus in- 
different luster, are the primary deter- 
rent to locating superb specimens. The 
7/8 tailfeather is not as common as its 
price may indicate. Future appreciation 
of choice specimens seems assured. 

The last recommendation concerns 
four more “P” Mint dollars that are 
often overlooked by dealers and collec- 
tors alike. Both the 1879-P and the 
1880-P were minted in vast quantities. 
However, the great silver melts took a 
huge toll. My estimate is that 75 to 90 
percent of the original mintage of these 
dates died in the melting pots. Among 
the survivors, only a tiny percentage can 
be classified as choice B.U. Those who 
managed to acquire MS 65 examples of 
these two dates will be very happy with 
their investment a few years from now. 
As with other dates, the 1880-P has the 
extra bonus of having a number of 
scarce VAM varieties (such as the “8 
over 7 crossbar’), so check the last “*8”’ 
in the date very thoroughly. 

The 1889-P and 1898-P are the other 
two members of the ‘‘often overlooked” 
category. Next to the 1921-P, the 
1889-P has the highest mintage of any 
Morgan dollar (nearly 22 million). The 
vast majority, though, died a numis- 
matic death in the melting pots. Charac- 
terized by bagmarks, a weak strike, and 
inferior luster, the 1889-P is undoub- 
tedly rarer in strictly choice to gem B.U. 
than the highly publicized Carson City 
dollars from 1880 to 1885. A superb 
1889-P is a rare coin! 

While not as scarce in gem B.U. as 
the ’89-P, the 1898-P is surprisingly elu- 
sive. It is rumored that a small quantity 
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PICKING “GOOD BUYS” continued 


of this date was included in the fabul- 
ous Redfield Hoard. If true, collectors 
are urged to take advantage of this situa- 
tion because the availability of choice 
B.U. ’98-P’s will certainly diminish over 
the years. Acquisition of a few examples 
of these ‘‘often overlooked” dollars is 
highly recommended at today’s prices. 

To recap, “‘Campbell’s Fabulous Fif- 
teen” consists of the following dates: 
1878-P, 7/8 tailfeathers (now quoted at 
$42 over the Teletype), the 1879-P 
($18.50), the 1879-O ($40), the 1880- 
P ($15), the 1880-0 ($60), the 1881-0 
($11), the 1882-0 ($12), the 1887-0 
($36), the 1888-0 ($14), the 1889-P 
($13), the 1890-P ($15), the 1891-P 
($66), the 1898-P ($14), the 1900-P 
($13), and the 1902-P ($51). Purchase 
of one example of each of these 15 
dates would cost you $420.50 at 
current Teletype prices. Hopefully, 
these mid-March prices I’ve quoted will 
have moved ahead substantially by the 
time you receive this issue. It is my sin- 
cere belief that ALL of these dates will 
have increased in value before the year 


is over. 
Locating and purchasing choice to 


gem examples of the previously men- 
tioned dates will be the hardest part of 
your task. Don’t be surprised if it takes 
you a few years — yes, years — to locate 
a few gems of each of these dates. Next 
comes the easy part (waiting for your 
profits). 

Be prepared to ‘“‘salt away your 
goodies” for a 5-7-year holding period. 
Market conditions may allow you to 
reap huge profits in less time, but be 
prepared to wait awhile for your invest- 
ment to bear fruit. 

How much of a profit should we ex- 
pect? It is my opinion that someone 
who purchased a few choice examples 
of each of these 15 dates should realize 
at least a 100% profit over the next five 
to seven-year period. Now you under- 
stand why so many investors are turn- 
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ing to rare coins, especially silver dollars, 

as a means of future financial security. 

Add to that the pure fun of collecting 

and, well, what more could you ask? 

Happy hunting!

Yes, it’s been an in- 
credible four years, hasn’t it? 

Given the current “‘slump” condi- 
tions, where is the market headed now?

Until then, keep buying those gem 
1878-CC’s, ’82-’83-’84-CC’s and those

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A GEORGE WASHINGTON MEDALLION

Did you know that the Republic of 
Venezuela owns a lock of George Wash- 
-ington’s hair? I didn’t know it either 
until one day recently, while contem- 
plating a melancholy portrait of Simon 
Bolivar in Caracas, I noticed something 
extremely interesting -— something 
curious. I saw the effigy of George 
Washington on the only medal ever 
worn by Bolivar. 

Was it really George Washington? If 
so, where did the medallion come from 
and why did Simon Bolivar cherish it? 
Questions and tireless speculation and 
the usual dead end! The two Liberators 
of the Western Hemisphere never met 
and one died before the other became 
famous. 

The usual impasse persisted until tire- 
less research helped to bring to light a 
little incident concerning George Wash- 
ington, Liberator of the North, and 
Simon Bolivar, Liberator of the South; 
an incident in which the friendship of 
the two most powerful but liberty- 
loving nations of the western hemis- 
phere was cemented by a lock of human 
hair and a small gold medallion. 

It was a warm March day in 1826 in 
Bogota, Colombia, but the walled 
courtyard with its little splashing foun- 
tain provided a refreshing sanctuary to 
General Simon Bolivar. He had just re- 
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turned from a_ boisterous political 
meeting and was tired. His furrowed 
face directed a warm smile at his valet, 
O’Leary, as he slid into a huge leathery 
armchair. 

“Ah, O’Leary,” he sighed, “‘it was a 
tough fight, but I finally corralled the 
bickering Peruvians into adopting the 
constitution. Peru is now the fifth 
Spanish colony in South America to 
hoist its own flag of freedom, along 
with Venezuela, Colombia, Ecuador, 
and Bolivia.” 

“Yes, my general, and you liberated 
them all.” O’Leary allowed the weary 
warrior to savor his proud words and, 
after a pause, added in a supplicating 
tone: ‘With your permission, sir, we 
have a visitor who is most anxious to 
see you.”

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“Visitors? ve had enough for one 
day!’ But the servant of humanity 
could no more ignore a caller than re- 
fuse a request from any man. ‘Who 
is he?” 

“General Lafayette’s emissary, Col- 
onel Mercier,’ said O’Leary proudly. 
Bolivar’s deepset black eyes shone be- 
neath his broadening eyebrows as he 
suddenly took heart and commanded, 
“Show him in.” 

While he awaited Mercier’s entry, 
Bolivar thought of Lafayette’s letter 
received several months earlier . . . “The 
family of General Washington has en- 
trusted me with a very honorable mis- 
sion. I am to transmit to Your Excel- 
lency some mementos of George Wash- 
ington. Among the men still living, and

even among those of past history, my 
paternal friend, Washington, would have 
chosen none other than General Bolivar 
as the recipient of these tokens. . . .” He 
arose as the door to the patio went ajar. 

*‘General Bolivar,’ said O’Leary, “‘I 
have the pleasure to present to you, 
Colonel Mercier.” 

The French officer stepped forward 
and bowed reverently. Bolivar ap- 
proached Mercier and, grasping his arms, 
said, “I have eagerly awaited this mo- 
ment to greet the bearer of tidings from 
the noble protector of social reforms.” 
There was a hushed pause as both men 
gazed into éach other’s eyes, and then 
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ashington medallion, show- 
ing the small center oval which contains the 
lock of hair. 


Bolivar relaxed his warm gesture and 
bade Mercier sit alongside him. 

“Tell me of your master,” inquired 
Bolivar. 

Mercier settled slowly in his chair, 
awed by the magnetic quality of Bolivar. 

“Your Excellency, General Lafayette 
has just completed a triumphant visit of 
the United States, half a century after 
he first offered his life to the American 
cause. The Americans had not forgotten 
him. He was showered with gratitude.” 

“The Americans are an appreciative 
people,” spoke Bolivar in a faltering 
voice, reminiscing momentarily of the 
tragic deception he suffered of his own 
people. ‘“‘But then,‘‘ he added with an 
air of reprieve, “tell me, when is General 
Lafayette returning to France?” 

“His departure is imminent, sir, but 
before his trip, General Washington’s 
family entreated Lafayette to act on 
their behalf with Your Excellency. Sir, 
on behalf of George Washington Parke 
Custis, and the illustrious family he re- 
presents, I have the honor to remit pre- 
sents which are deemed worthy of your 
good self.” 

O’Leary peered eagerly over Bolivar’s 
left shoulder as Simon Bolivar read a 
letter from George Washington Parke 
Custis: 


“Liberator: An American, of the 
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family of Mount Vernon, presents to 
you, by the honored hands of the last of 
the Generals of the Army of North 
American Independence, the venerable, 
the good Lafayette, a medal, com- 
memorative of the worth and fame of 
the most truly great and glorious of 
men, the gift of the ancient Capital of 
his native State, and preserved in his 
family since the War of the Revolution. 
Accompanying this memorial is a por- 
trait of the great Chief, enclosing a lock 
of his hair. 

‘Accept, Liberator, these offerings, 
made to your virtues and the illustrious 
services you have rendered to your 
country and the cause of mankind. Let 
them be preserved among the archives 
of South American Liberty, that they 
may command the veneration of ages 
yet to come and, with the interesting 
relics of their chiefs, receive the homage 
of all the Americans, who, with pure 
and triumphant acclaim, hail you as 
Bolivar, the Deliverer, the Washington 
of the South.” 

As he carefully opened a velvet case, 
Colonel Mercier said: “This gold medal, 
presented by the City of Williamsburg, 
the ancient capital of Virginia, to Mrs. 
Martha Washington in commemoration 
of the virtues and services of her illus- 
trious husband in the War of Indepen- 
dence, is bequeathed to Your Excel- 
lency.” The obverse of the medal had an 
engraving, Virtute et Labore Florent 
Republicae. The reverse side represented 
an armed warrior piercing a crowned 
lion with a lance, symbol of American 
victory over England. 

Simon Bolivar sat enraptured. 

“And this medallion,’ continued 
Mercier with greater solemnity, as he 
pulled out an oval-shaped gold locket, 
“contains a small lock of hair which 
once adorned the brow of the hero of 
the north. 

“They are priceless objects,” con-

tinued Mercier, “‘but their merit is today 
enhanced by the recipient. George 
Washington Custis begs Your Excellency 
to receive these medals as tokens of 
esteem and has asked me to state, ‘our 
family has conserved these articles until 
a second Washington should come along 
to lay rightful claim to their possesion.’ 
May they be conserved by Your Excel- 
lency until another Liberator of Free- 
dom should appear in this world.” 

Bolivar gazed at the noble portrait of 
Washington on the obverse side of the 
medallion. It was a miniature executed 
by Field from the celebrated Gilbert 
Stuart portrait. Slowly he turned it over 
and saw a small concave crystal in the 
center of a dark blue enamel field. With 
a slight flip of his thumbnail, the crystal 
lifted and a small fawn-colored sprig of 
hair silently greeted his eyes. It was a 
lock of the Patriarch’s hair. 

A slight rustle of leaves from the 
luxuriant oak tree in the shady court- 
yard created a sleepy ripple of sound. 
Bolivar, visibly moved, turned slowly to- 
ward Mercier and said: “I lack the 
words with which to express the joy 
which is in my heart. Washington’s 
family honors me beyond my wildest 
expectations because Washington, re- 
presented by Lafayette, is the crown of 
all human effort.” 

Mercier inclined his head, and in 
measured tones of voice, said: “‘Your 
words, Excellency, honor the persons 
I represent.” 

Turning to the medallion, Bolivar 
noted the Latin inscription around the 
lock of Washington’s hair: Auctoris 
Libertatis Americanae in Septentrione 
Hanc Gloriem dat Filius Ejus — Pater 
Patrie — Adoptatus Illi qui Gloriam 
Similem in Austro Adeptus Est. “This 
portrait of the Liberator of North 
America is glorified by the adopted son 
who has achieved similar glory in the 
South.” 
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“What mortal should be worthy of 
the honors which Lafayette and Mount 
Vernon have bestowed upon me? My 
confusion is like the immense gratitude 
which I humbly offer you, and through 
you, to Washington’s family and Lafay- 
ette.” Bolivar was deeply touched as he 
added: “I have nothing but respect and 
veneration for the Nestor of Liberty.” 

A smile of deep satisfaction crossed 
Colonel Mercier’s grave face as he bade 
his leave. “I feel honored by the words 
of Your Excellency and shall convey 
them to my worthy commissioners. 
Public recognition of your benevolence 
allows me to extend to you my personal 
felicitations as a veteran of a common 
cause.” 

The visit was ended. Both men arose, 
exchanged the traditional Latin em- 
brace, and Mercier slowly withdrew 
until the sturdy patio oak door closed 
behind him. Silence returned to the 
hallowed patio. 

Bolivar looked at the medal and the 
medallion, but could not shed a tear to 
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refresh the joy his heart felt. The rude 
life experienced had tempered his spirit. 

*““O’Leary, please place the Washing- 
ton medallion around my neck.” 

And there it remained from March 
26, 1826, until December 17, 1830, 
when he died, at the age of 43, of tuber- 
culosis, in Santa Marta, Colombia. 

The medallion was inherited by a 
nephew, Pablo Clemente, who in turn, 
gave it to General Antonio Guzman 
Blanco, President of Venezuela in 1876. 
The Venezuelan National Museum, later 
renamed “Sociedad Bolivariana,”’ re- 
ceived the memento as a sacred chapter 
of its history. 

The world has little noted the small 
treasure locked up in Caracas, with 
which the family of George Washington 
recognized the greatness of Simon 
Bolivar. It represents a message from 
one liberator to another, and from one 
people to another. It is the highest order 
of Venezuela — the only one in exist- 
ence which can be conferred to another 
liberator of peoples.

Investors’ Forum”’ 
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AN INTRODUCTION TO COBS 
By FRANK SEDWICK 


Cobs, the odd-shaped blobs of gold 
or silver from Spanish-American colo- 
nial mints, are the collectors’ coin of the 
future. The trend may be already under- 
way. These are not the kind of silver 
pieces popularized as sea-salvage novel- 
ties in the last decade and offered 
mainly in the tourist shops of Florida 
and the Caribbean, but cobs of better 
quality suitable for the collector. 

As a dealer in exclusively Latin 
American coins, my best market is the 
coin show. (Understandably, the walk- 
in trade for such a specialty can hardly 
support a store.) Everywhere I go, all 
over the country, at most of the major 
coin shows in the last year, my bourse 
table always includes a tray of cobs — 
and they have begun to sell, sometimes 
better than traditional coins, but nearly 
always after much patient explanation. 

This has always been the problem 
with cobs: few and incomplete written 
records and practically no literature 
available on the subject, except a few 
treatises in mostly foreign languages 
aimed at the level of the very advanced 
collector. You have heard so often, 
“First buy the book, then buy the 
coin.” This has simply not been pos- 
sible for the novice in cobs. To help fill 
in the void, I have almost finished the 
manuscript for such a book, to be avail- 
able soon from the House of Collec- 
tibles in Orlando that publishes the 
Official Blackbook of U.S. Coins and 
many others. Until then, here is a start 
for the beginner. 

In the Spanish colonies of the New 
World, as well as in Spain, gold coins 
were called escudos and silver coins 
were called reales. Both types were 
issued in denominations of 8, 4, 2, 1, 
and 1/2, only the silver in 1/4. Two 
large silver coins of 8 reales equaled one 
small gold escudo, evidence of the his- 
toric ratio of 16 to 1 between silver and 


gold, now outmoded. 

To most people, “piece of eight” 
means pillar dollar or the later bust-type 
8 reales. Eight-real cobs, however, 
minted long before pillar dollars, as well 
as concurrently with them (last pillar: 
1771; last cob: 1773), are also pieces of 
eight. Actually, piece of eight always re- 
ferred to the largest silver — never gold 
— coin of everyday circulation in 
colonial Spanish America. 

Much confusion surrounds the term 
doubloon, which is always gold, never 
silver. In its derivation, the word means 
“double,” hence a 2-escudo piece. In 
practice, however, the largest gold coins 
of 8 escudos are usually referred to as 
“doubloons” in English or as onzas in 
Spanish. Gold or silver, the 8-unit coin 
was supposed to weigh about 27 grams 
(one troy ounce = 31.1 grams), although 
most 8-real cobs weigh a little less, for 
the irregular edges were most suscep- 
tible to accidental chipping as well as 
tampering. 

Every cob is unique. No two are of 
an identical shape, thickness, or visible 
portion of imprint. Various theories 
exist as to the origin of the name “‘cob.” 
The most convincing derivation appears 
to be the Spanish cabo de barra. Cabo 
means end or extremity, and is cognate 
with the English word “cape,” as in 
Cape Horn or Cape of Good Hope, the 
tip or extremity of a continent. Barra is 
bar, hence ‘‘end of bar” is what the 
phrase means. 

Refined silver bars of about 90% 
fineness, still warm and already contain- 
ing their prescribed percentage of 
hardening alloy, were rolled in the style 
of bread dough into crude shapes, some- 
thing like sausages, of variable diameter. 
Slices were made from the end of the 
bar and their paring to the right weight 


was done with metal shears, actually 
Continued over 
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scissors, by hand and by guesswork. 
This process accounts for the irregular 
edges, whose leftover snips were later 
remelted. 

Not all cobs, however, were of ir- 
regular shape. Those of Guatemala 
usually approximated a square, rec- 
tangle, or pie shape — peculiar to this 
mint. Some cobs of other mints 
approach roundness. A very few cobs 
were indeed round, or they were cut 
into the contour of a heart of pome- 
granate or some other symbolic form. 
This required great skill on the part of 
the mint employee with the shears, for 
the customized form still had to weigh 
out properly. These were usually pre- 
sentation pieces, for occasions such as 
when a new monarch was crowned or 
some special event commemorated. 
Today, round cobs or heart-shaped cobs 
are considered to be very rare coins and 
sell at correspondingly high prices. 

The blanks, whatever their shape, 
were then reheated or annealed to make 
them soft enough to take the impression 
of the dies. One die was placed on an 
anvil and the planchet laid upon that 
die. The other die was fixed to the end 
of a rod that was positioned on top of 
the planchet. Then a strong arm 
delivered a hammer blow, often two 
blows, which is why the design on many 
cobs looks blurry, to impress the de- 
signs simultaneously onto both sides of 
the planchet. The coins were then 
blanched, a form of scalding to give the 
metal its sheen, which we call mint 
luster. 

The finished coin was, and is still, 
called a macuquina, the Spanish word 
for cob, although in some regions (par- 
ticularly Guatemala) they say macaca or 
macaco. All three words are thought to 
be derived from the Arabic mahquq, 
meaning something that is proved or 
guaranteed. Maybe the connection is 
that a cob was supposed to be a piece of 
metal of specified weight and fineness, 
guaranteed by the Spanish government 
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in the person of its local assayer, whose 
initial or initials always appeared on the 
die and were struck into the design of 
the coin. 

The office of assayer at a mint was 
purchasable, transferable, and leaseable. 
The assayer’s initial or initials usually 
represented the first letter of his given 
name or of either or both of his sur- 
names. (Spaniards and Spanish Ameri- 
cans have two surnames, the father’s 
name followed by the mother’s name.) 
Carelessness in testing the metal was 
punishable by a huge fine, dishonesty 
by death; in fact, a dishonest assayer 
and his accomplice were hanged in 
1651 in Potosi, Bolivia. Records were 
kept of assayers’ names and dates of 
their tenure of office. Although many 
of these records are incomplete or have 
been lost, the surviving archives are 
most important today in identifying the 
approximate date or period of the 
earliest cobs, whose designs did not in- 
clude a date. 

It is essential for the collector to 
learn assayers’ initials, of which there 
are dozens, to help in identifying the 
period and mint. Then he must learn 
the mintmarks, study the coats of arms, 
and pay attention to the Latin wording 
of the legend, which always bears the 
reigning monarch’s name. The trouble is 
that the legend is seldom fully readable 
because it tends to run off the planchet. 
Actually, on any given cob, seldom are 
all the details of design legible or even 
visible. While this can be most frustrat- 
ing, it is also part of the fascination of 
cobs, the puzzle of classification. 
Usually, however, if one important de- 
tail is absent, another will be present, so 
the classifier should train himself to ob- 
serve every possible detail on the coin 
before throwing up his hands in despair. 

Gold cobs are very expensive and be- 
yond the means of the average collector, 
especially the beginner. Let us confine 
what follows, then, to silver cobs.

The mintmark for Mexico City was 
the same M with a small o directly 
above it that is found on pillar eights 
and bust eights. Lima, Peru, had a P 
(for Peru) or a star, and later an L 
(for Lima). Potosi, Bolivia, always had 
a P and, as you would expect, is confus- 
ing with the early P of Lima. (The later 
and familiar PTS monogram for Potosi 
was never used on cobs and appeared 
first on pillar dollars.) Guatemala is G. 
These were the principal mints for silver 
cobs, with Mexico and Potosi being by 
far the most prolific in production. It is 
not likely that you will see a Bogota, 
Colombia, or a La Plata (now Sucre), 
Bolivia, silver cob. No silver cobs were 
made in the other colonial mints of 
Cuzco, Peru (gold only, one year only 
— 1698), Popayan, Colombia, or Santi- 
ago, Chile (no cobs of any kind). 

The reverse of nearly every silver cob 
shows a cross. (Guatemala shows a 
crowned coat of arms instead.) Some- 
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times, this cross consists of no more 
than two straight lines of equal length 
intersecting perpendicularly. Other 
times, each line will have a bar on each 
end. If instead of a bar, each extremity 
bears a sphere, you can be sure that the 
cob is from the Mexico City mint. With- 
in the four quadrants created by the 
cross are two lions and two castles, an 
emblem dating from Queen Isabel, who 
united the provinces of Leon (lion) and 
Castile (castle) to form the nucleus of 
what we now call Spain. Nearly always 
the castles are in the top left and 
bottom right quadrants, and the lions 
in the top right and bottom left quad- 
rants. A few scholars have studied the 
variations of design of these lions and 
castles and can detect certain artistic 
evolutions that help to pinpoint the 
mint and period of which the given cob 
is a product. 

There may or may not be a crown 
above the cross, but usually, enclosing 
the cross with its lions and castles, is 
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what is called a tressure or quatrefoil, 
which consists of four converging arcs 
of various designs. 

As to the obverse, there are basically 
three types. One depicts the reigning 
monarch’s shield in detail. The second 
consists of pillars, cross bars, and waves 
that evolve into a tic-tac-toe design. 
The third, peculiar to Guatemala, bears 
a design similar to that of the later 
pillar dollars, which had two worlds 
with a crown over them between the 
pillars. The first colonial 8-real cobs 
were struck in Mexico in the mid- 
1570’s during the reign of Philip II, 
between 1556 and 1598, and they 
were all undated. The details of the 
shield changed with each succeeding 
monarch, so at some point, the serious 
collector of cobs has to learn something 
about Spanish heraldry, for which 
books are available. To the right and/or 
left of the shield will be the mintmark 
and assayer’s initial(s). 

For the beginner, the easiest design 
to work with is the nine-block tic-tac- 
toe diagram with waves below it. The 
two vertical lines represent the Pillars of 
Hercules, a mythological reference to 
the Straits of Gibraltar. There, Hercules 
was supposed to have erected a pillar on 
each side of the Mediterranean, at its 
entrance, which, in ancient times, was 
considered to be the end of the world 
or exit into the unknown. The waves 
represent distance by sea. 

The middle three blocks of the dia- 
gram usually contain the Latin PLUS 
ULTRA (‘more beyond’’), often in 
abbreviated form and spaced capri- 
ciously. The two words referred to the 
existence beyond the Mediterranean of 
a new world under Spanish control. 

Typically, the upper-left and lower- 
right blocks contain the mintmark, 
repeated, while the lower-left and upper- 
right blocks bear the assayer’s initial(s), 
also repeated. In the upper middle is a 
number, the denomination of the coin. 
In the lower middle is the date, usually 
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with the first, or even second, digit 
omitted, which increases the difficulty 
of classification. In some cases, the date 
is repeated at 6 o’clock near the edge, 
and perhaps on the other side of the 
coin as well, or maybe in the legend. 
Cobs with a legible date or dates usually 
sell for more than those without, and 
some cobs show as anany as three dates. 

Combining the legend of both ob- 
verse and reverse, the complete state- 
ment of authority emerges. Translated 
from the Latin, it says: (Name of the 
King), King of Spain and of the Indies, 
By the Grace of God. For example: 


CAROLUS II: Charles II 
REX: King 
HISPANIARUM: 
literally “‘of the Spains” 
(because it is plural) 

— meaning the composite territory 
of Spain. 

ET INDIARUM: 
and of the Indies. 

D.G.: abbreviation of Dei Gratia: 
By the Grace of God. 


All the New World was known in 
Spanish as “the Indies.’ Upon the re- 
turn of Columbus to Spain to announce 
his momentous discoveries, apparently 
he, as well as the monarchs Ferdinand 
and Isabel, believed that he had found 
lands bordering on India; and the name 
stuck, proclaimed as such on the 
colonial coinage not only until the end 
of cob coinage in 1773, but until the 
end of Spanish rule, around 1820. 

It remains only to say that as you 
acquire your first cobs, beware of 
counterfeits. Avoid pieces whose design 
is not fairly sharp. Sea-salvage cobs are 
difficult to authenticate because of their 
discoloration, corrosion, and necessary 
cleaning with chemicals in order that 
their design may be seen at all. The 
salvaged treasure market can be a 
counterfeiter’s dream, for it is less diffi- 
cult to imitate a coin expected to be in 
poor condition, and the publicity 
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attendant to the discovery of sunken 
treasure always provides a ready mar- 
ket: the antique and tourist trade. 

The best way to tell a genuine cob is 
by the cracks in the metal, however 
minute they may be, from the edge in- 
ward. Frequently the split is obvious to 
the naked eye, and more than one 
fissure is not uncommon. The metal of 
traditional coins struck within a collar 
in a press has no place to go at the 
instant of impact by the dies, but the 
collarless hand-hammered cob was free 
to give way in any direction from the 
stress of its blow, which usually resulted 
in one or more little splits at the edges. 
These cracks may not be aesthetically 
pleasing, but they are certainly re- 
assuring. 

Cobs are intriguing bits of history, 
many are attractive in their rough way, 
and some are very rare, like those with a 
1725 date reflecting the eight-month 
reign of King Luis I, or the very limited 
mintage of the less-than-one-year opera- 
tion of the La Plata (now Sucre), Bolivia 
mint with assayer C. With the exception 
of a very few experts around the world 
who only in recent decades have made 
progress in classifying cobs, heretofore 
the principal appeal of cobs has been to 
the antiquarian, or simply to the person 
who has acquired an occasional gold or 
silver memento of the Spanish Main and 
pirate lore. As knowledge about cobs 
expands, the appeal of these pieces will 
not escape the investor, after the collec- 
tor paves the way, as is perhaps com- 
mencing now. 
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FACTS ABOUT GOLD THAT YOU SHOULD KNOW

Q. Why is gold valuable? 

A. Gold is the noble metal. It doesn’t 
tarnish under normal conditions. And 
while it readily alloys with other metals, 
it rarely combines chemically. No metal 
can be drawn into such fine wire — thin- 
ner than a human hair. This property — 
called ductility — means that incredible 
detail can be worked into gold artifacts. 
And it is rare. These reasons alone make 
gold an extremely valuable metal. 


Q. How can an individual invest in gold? 
A. There are three basic ways. An indivi- 
dual can own a piece of gold, such as a 
small ingot or an old coin. Shares in a 
gold mine can be purchased, or gold 
futures can be purchased. They all have 
advantages and disadvantages — there is 
no one “best” way to invest in gold. 


Q. What about gold coins? 

A. Gold coins have two kinds of value. 
The first kind is the intrinsic value of 
the gold itself. The second value — 
called the Numismatic value — comes 
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from the collecter’s interest in the coin. 
If the coin is rare, its Numismatic value 
may far exceed the worth of the gold 
the coin is made of. Gold coins make 
great family heirlooms, but selling them 
for profit requires a great deal of knowl- 
edge on the very intricate market of 
antique coins. 


Q. What are gold futures? 

A. Gold futures are contracts that per- 
mit the holder to buy or sell certain 
amounts of gold at a specific price ona 
future date. It is an extremely risky 
business. The documents are bought and 
sold in markets called Commodity Ex- 
changes. 


Q. Is it worthwhile buying shares in a 
gold mine? 

A. Going to the source makes good 
sense in many things. This is not neces- 
sarily true when it comes to gold mines. 
Once gold is discovered in a mine, its 
shares become very valuable — but it’s

the kind of value that dwindles in time 
as the gold is depleted. 


Q. What is a karat? 

A. It is a system that indicates how 
much of other metals have been alloyed 
with a piece of gold. If a piece of gold is 
stamped “24 K,” it’s pure gold. “*12 K” 
means 12 parts out of 24 are gold — 
50% pure. To be called “gold,” the 
minimum purity allowed by law in the 
U.S. is 10 K — only 42% pure. 


Q. What does .999 on a gold bar mean? 
A. The European system rates gold in 
terms of chemical purity. .999 is as 
pure as gold can be made at the present 
time. .500 corresponds to 12 K (50% 
pure) and .585 corresponds to 14 K — 
the most popular grade for jewelry. 


Q. What is gold leaf? 

A. More than any metal, gold can be 
flattened into sheets so thin that 
250,000 of them would be needed to 
make a stack an inch high. This prop- 
erty — called malleability — has enabled 
craftsmen of all ages to make gold leaf. 
Gold leaf can be applied to many things, 
including non-metallic objects. Polished 
wood can be given gold leaf. The gold in 
medieval manuscripts was often gold 
leaf. Because gold could easily be made 
into leaf, it became one of the earliest 
plating metals. 


Q. Are there other kinds of plating? 

A. In modern times, thinner layers than 
gold leaf are possible by electroplating. 
As long as the object is metal, gold can 
be applied in layers as thin as a hun- 
dredth of a micron — less than one 
hundred thousandth of an inch. 


Q. What is meant by “gold filled”? 

A. It used to mean a hollow object filled 
with a cheaper metal. Nowadays, the 
term is reserved for objects with an 
extra-thick gold plate — at least 5% of 
the weight of the entire object must 
come from the gold sheath. Rolled 
gold plate is similar to gold filled, ex- 
cept that the gold sheath can be even 
less than 5% of the weight. In this case, 
the sheath must be marked with the 
purity of the plating in karats and what 
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fraction of the weight of the object is 
gold. Even if the plating is as much as 
5% of the weight, there may still not be 
much gold involved. If the sheath is 
marked 10 karat — 42% gold — then 
even the outer plating is mostly made 
up of cheaper metals. 


Q. Isn’t solid gold pure gold? 

A. Objects are sometimes advertised as 
“solid gold.” It’s easy to think that 
“solid gold” means “‘solid pure gold.” 
But gold is rarely used in its pure state. 
In fact, since the government permits 
certain alloys to have as little as 42% 
gold, a solid gold object can be made 
mostly of other metals. 


Q. Isn’t pure gold ever used in jewelry? 
A. Almost never. In its pure state, gold 
wears rapidly. Flakes break off with 
handling — not to mention the inter- 
national pilferage possible with such a 
soft metal. 


Q. What is ‘‘White Gold’’? 
A. It is an alloy of copper, nickel and 
zinc. Other combinations that have 
proved over the centuries both beauti- 
ful and useful are alloys with silver, 
copper and zinc (Green Gold) and 
copper alone (Red Gold).

Q. What is “‘Fool’s Gold’?

SERIES HISTORY 


OF WALKING LIBERTY HALF DOLLARS 


In 1916 and part of 1917, the mint 
mark was placed on the obverse under 
the motto INGOD WE TRUST. For the 
rest of 1917 till the end of the series in 
1947, the mint mark was placed to the 
left of the crag at the 7 o’clock position 
under the sapling. 

Though the series enjoyed a reason- 
ably long life, it was produced very 
sporatically for the first 17 years. No 
coins were produced in 1922, 1924-26, 
and 1930-32. No coins were produced 
by the Philly mint between 1922 and 
1933. For our discussion, the series falls 
into two parts: the “‘core’’ collection, 
consisting of the coins from 1916-1939, 
and the short set, consisting of the later 
coins from 1940-47. Why? Probably for 


convenience because Withman Folders 
for the Lincoln Cent and Walking 
Liberty Halves had Breakpoints at 1941. 
Other than that, there was no change in 
the coins that year.) 

Only San Francisco minted halves in 
1923, 1927, and 1928. Apparently, the 
coin was more in demand in the West as 
a reasonably large mintage of quarters 
were produced at Philadelphia during 
that period. The total mintage for the 
“core” collection was only 148 million. 
Over 321 million halves were produced 
from 1940-47, and 149.5 million were 
minted in 1942 and 1943 alone. It is 
very likely that the survival rate percen- 
tages for the “‘core”’ collection parallels

the Standing Liberty Quarter series. 
(This takes into account the tremendous 
amount of melting in the last few 
years.) For that series, about 5-15% of 
the coins that survive are in uncircul- 
ated; another 10-15% are AU; 15-20% 
are XF; and another 20% are VF. These 
figures vary from date to date, but 
should give some indication that 
medium and high grade circulated coins 
are not much more “‘common” than BU 
specimens. A look at the Price Chart in 
this article shows that most coins in the 
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series rise arithmetically from grade to 
grade: in other words, an AU coin is 
only two or three times as costly as an 
XF, and MS-60 is only two or three 
times AU. This shows that the series has 
undergone a slow steady rise over a 
number of years and is less inclined to 
speculative influences than the Morgan 
Dollar series, for example. 

Chart I shows the Average Price 
Gains for 10 random coins in the Walk- 
ing Liberty Series over the last three 
years. Discounting the rampant specula- 
tion (and high silver prices) and subse-

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quent decline in the last 18 months, the 
high grade circulated coins in this series 
have come through over the long term 
with excellent track records. The 
average gain over the last three years for 
both VF and XF coins is over 90%. 
Even the late date coins, while very low 
in price, are still well above their bullion 
values — a good sign of strong collector 
support. (A local coin dealer recently 
said that many coins in Fine condition 
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can be found at around their bullion 
value and he recommended them at 
those levels.) AU coins have posted 
Average Gains within a few percentage 
points of MS-60. Naturally, MS-65 coins 
posted the greatest increases. Of course, 
if you could afford (and could find) an 
MS-65 1919 Half for $1,450 in 1978, 
you don’t need to read this. Many 
tougher dates and mints have done well 
in Fine condition also.

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BICENTENNIAL BONANZAS!! 
By BILL FIVAZ, NLG 


In the numismatic error field, one of 
the most popular, scarcest, and under- 
priced areas of collecting lies in the BI- 
CENTENNIAL coinage. 

Throughout the history of collecting 
(virtually anything), those items pro- 
duced for only one or two years are 
eagerly sought after and treasured when 
found. The Bicentennial coinage of 
1975-1976 is certainly no exception. 

For the past four to five years, 
several error collectors throughout the 
country have been quietly but effec- 
tively latching onto all these coins that 
they can find, often paying only the 
price of the error itself, regardless of the 
fact that it is a Bicentennial year coin. 
As mentioned above, past performance 
has shown that short series or low mint- 
age (relatively speaking) issues have 
proven to be excellent investments. 
Series such as the Flying Eagle Cent; 
all Barber coinage, especially the quarter 
and half dollar; the Liberty Standing 
Quarter, and even the fairly recent 
Franklin 50¢, are genuinely rare when 
they contain major errors, and the more 
spectacular the abnormality, the more 
desirable (and expensive) the coin. 

And it’s not only the 1776-1976- 
dated quarter, half, and dollar that are 
being avidly sought . . . errors on the 
“normal” dated 1976 cent, nickel, and 
dime have also been caught up in this 
“Bicentennial Blitz” and are fast dis- 
appearing from the market as well... 
after all, they ARE dated in the Bicen- 
tennial year! 

Pictured and described here are five 
rather spectacular errors that qualify as 
“unique,” as all five are STRIKING 
errors and, as you may know, no two 
striking errors (or planchet errors) are 
ever identical. Many may be similar, but 
no two are exactly alike. Only when we 
are talking about the third major error

Here, then, are the first five coins in 
this two-part mini-series. 


1976-P 1¢ Struck on a struck 1976-P 
10¢ (obv.) (Double Denomination). 


The ‘‘11¢ Piece” pictured above is 
the result of a normally-struck 1976-P 
10¢ finding its way under the cent dies 
and then being struck by those dies. The 
dime happened to flip over before enter- 
ing the cent striking chamber, so that 
the reverse of the dime was up, facing 
the obverse die of the cent and, thereby, 
creating a ‘‘flip-over’’ double denomina- 
tion. From the photo, you can easily see 
the word “ONE” from ONE DIME on 
the dime’s reverse, as well as quite a bit 
of detail of the torch (at Lincoln’s 
temple) and the leaves on either side of 
the torch. Most of the word 
**AMERICA” may also be seen near 
“TRUST,” extending downward toward 
the date. 

The photo of the reverse shows the 
outline of Roosevelt’s head superim- 
posed on the Lincoln Memorial, beauti- 
fully positioned. There is complete reed- 
ing all the way around this coin (as 
there should be; remember, it was a 
normally struck 10¢ piece first), which 
is one of the diagnostics of a double 
denomination of this type. I believe this 
is one of only five known Bicentennial 
double denominations. 
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1977-P 5¢ struck on a struck 1976-P 1¢ 
(Obv.) (a DUAL DATE Double Denom- 
ination). 

This is a second Bicentennial double 
denomination (of sorts), and a very rare 
one indeed! Note that the date on the 
nickel in photo above is “J977” (this 
is also a flip-over double denomination 
as the obverse of the nickel is struck on 
the reverse of the previously struck 
cent). 

The next photo illustrates what 
makes this particular already rare error 
even rarer .. . the date on the cent that 
was struck by the 1977-P S¢ dies is 
1976-P! Very few DUAL DATE double 
denominations are known, and to have 
one of them dated in the Bicentennial 


year is tantamount to finding a Mint

1976-P 25¢ struck on a struck 1976-P 
10¢ (Rev.) (Double Denomination). 


The third Bicentennial double 
denomination illustrated in this article is 
somewhat more spectacular in that it in- 
volves the Bicentennial design of the 
quarter, as seen in the above photo. 
Again, a 1976-P 10¢ was struck in the 
normal manner initially, and again, 
there is reeding around the entire cir- 
cumference of the coin. This dime then 
fell under the 25¢ dies, NOT in a flip- 
over position this time, and was struck 
by those dies, producing another new 
denomination . . . a 35¢ piece! Much of 
the dime’s “UNITED STATES OF 
AMERICA” can be seen under the 
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drummer’s left hand, leading downward 
at the edge through the drum, and 
“ONE DIME” is partially visible at the 
bottom from the stars along the edge 
over to a point under his right hand. An 
oak leaf from the dime’s reverse is also 
apparent on the drum. 


1976-P 25¢ / 1976-P 10¢ (Obv.) 
The photo above of the obverse 


shows the dime’s motto and 
“LIBERTY” quite clearly, as well as the 
date on top of Washington’s head. 

It is felt that most double denomina- 
tions occur when a struck coin of one 
denomination is inadvertently tossed 
into one of the large mobile “hoppers” 
containing blank planchets of another 
denomination. The struck coin becomes 
mixed in with the blanks and, if it is of 
a smaller diameter than the planchet 
(as was the case in all three of these 
double denominations), it easily falls 
into the striking chamber of the larger 
diameter coin and is struck by those 
dies. A larger coin thrown in the hopper 
would not fit into the collar and, in 
fact, would be rejected some time be- 
fore reaching the press area, as it could 
not pass through the smaller chutes 
carrying the planchets to the presses. 

Because these large mobile hoppers 
are also used to transport struck coins 
from one place to another upon occa- 
sion, there is also the very distinct 
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BICENTENNIAL BONANZAS continued 


possibility that a struck coin can be 
trapped in the tote bin or hopper and 
become mixed in with different sized 
planchets that are loaded in afterward, 
thereby creating a double denomination 
error. 

As mentioned, double denomination 
errors are scarce, or even rare to begin 
with, and when they’re on BICENTEN- 
NIAL coinage, be prepared to arm- 
wrestle those collectors I mentioned at 
the beginning of this article who are 
trying to scoff up everything in sight 
dated 1976! : 

The next error is somewhat anti- 
climatic after the first three, but it’s still 
a nice example of a centered broad- 
strike. The 1976-P 25¢ shown below is 
actually almost the diameter of a half 
dollar, being struck without a collar to 
retain it.

Evidently, the reverse die jammed in 
the “up” position and remained flush 
with the surrounding collar, thereby 
failing to form any striking chamber 
into which the planchet could fall. The

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when struck, expand dramatically out- 
ward toward the area of least resistance 
(no collar). Note the severe metal flow 
as the design (lettering and date) nears 
the edge. 
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1976-P 25¢ Centered Broadstrike 
(Rev.) 


The reverse of this coin also demon- 
strates the strong metal flow toward the 
edge. When a planchet is struck by the 
dies, the center portion of each die is 
usually the first to come in contact with 
the planchet metal. This stands to rea- 
son, as generally, the die design is deep- 
est at the center and the metal from the 
blank must be started moving into these 
depressed areas to form the necessary 
relief on the coin. The metal is then 
forced outward, toward the edge or rim 
of the coin, and the further away from 
the center it is allowed to go without 
restriction (that is, a restraining collar),

expected. The Mint defines mutilated 
coins as coins which have been sub- 
jected to fires or physical damage. Un- 
current coins are coins which are too 
worn to be of service. In accordance 
with existing regulations, uncurrent 
coins will conntinue to be redeemed by 
Federal Reserve banks and branches. 
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the more evident the metal flow be- 
comes. This is a classic example of a 
centered broadstrike. 

The last coin in this first segment on 
Bicentennial errors is an off-center (ap- 
proximately 15%) 1976-P 50¢. In this 
case, the explanation is simple: the 
planchet failed to fall completely into 
the coining chamber and was struck off- 
center. 
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1976-P 50¢ Off-Center (Rev.). 


This concludes Part I of a look at Bi- 
centennial errors.

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BEWARE OF COIN HUSTLE

You can’t kick the tire, slam the 
trunk lid or srate matter-of-factly at the 
freshly steam-cleaned engine block, but 
a number of similarities exist between 
the used-car market and the buying of 
old coins. The common goal is not to be 
taken — at least, not to bad. Unfor- 
tunately, far too many buyers in both 
markets equate shiny with new. 

Buying rules are similar. Start with 
the self-query: “Would you buy a used 
car from this man?’ Where there is a 
fast buck to be made, you will find the 
same promoter. And he’ll rely on many 
of the same gimmicks — a soft story and 
bright lights. Instead of the story about 
the quaint old lady with the never- 
driven car, it’s the same old lady with 
the unrecognized coin, an inherited 
family heirloom. The dealer got it fora 
“steal’’ and he’s passing the savings on 
to you. 

Instead of the bright lot lights, the 
liquid-wax finish and the distracting 
banners, expect glaring tensor lights, an 
equally shiny finish, store gimmickry 
and the same fast spiel. Once the term 
B.U. meant only one thing — “Brilliant 
Uncirculated.’ Today it could also deri- 
sively mean “Buffed Up” (or colloqui- 
ally “Boston Uncirculated,” a dubious 
distinction alluding to mail-order prac- 
tices of a few Beantown dealers). 

The grade to a coin is as the mileage 
to a car. Grade is the determination of 
the amount of wear. Coins collected 
from commercial channels grade from 
“about good” ae rachda of the back

lot) to “almost uncirculated”’ (the fea- 
tured cream puff of the showroom 
window). 

The book value of a coin depends as 
much on the grade as does the date and 
mintmark. On low-mintage, high-grade 
key coins, one grade difference could 
mean between $5,000 to $10,000 in 
price. Grading, once the consensus of 
opinion between buyer and seller, has 
now become a science. Books with 
written or visual descriptions have be- 
come best sellers of the hobby. 

Grading consciousness has _ been 
brought to the forefront by publicity 
and controversy surrounding the Ameri- 
can Numismatic Assoc.’s establishment 
of a grading service and the adverse pub- 
licty from fraud trials involving grossly 
overgraded coins. One East Coast coin 
dealer was recently convicted of selling 
less than $5,000 worth of coins for 
more than $50,000 simply by pricing 
the coins in grades better than delivered. 
One prominent Western insurance com- 
pany loaned over $2-million on a collec- 
tion booking less than $10,000 in true 
value. Now that you are thorougbly 
concerned about your recent acquisi- 
tions, rush to your nearest public lib- 
rary for a copy of the bible of the 
hobby, the Guidebook of United States 
Coins, by R. S. Yeoman, or to your 
newsstand for a copy of the bi-monthly 
Coin Prices. Both present an elementary 
course in grading via brief descriptions 
that preface the listings by coin type. A 
quick comparison will let you know if 
the grades are within reason or if your

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MIAMIAN BUYS 6-FIGURE COIN

One of the rare, legendary Brasher 
Doubloons, the most expensive of col- 
lectors’ coins, is coming to Miami — 
legally, unlike the last one to make its 
appearance here. 

Arthur Smith, son of longtime Miami 
coin dealer Sidney W. Smith, who died 
in December, purchased the doubloon 
in Colorado Springs . . . for “‘well into 
the mid-six figures.’ The same gold 
coin, hammered out by hand in 1787 by 
Ephraim Brasher as a gift to his neigh- 
bor George Washington, was sold at 
public auction last March for $625,000. 

Smith bought the coin through a Los 
Angeles gallery and does not know who 
owned it. He plans to keep it in a safe 
deposit box in Miami. 

Brasher produced seven of the gold 
doubloons, featuring an embossed eagle 
clutching a bundle of arrows. In 1967, 
one of them turned up in the Miami 
underworld. It had been missing since 
May 29, 1965, when five hooded thieves 
overpowered a guard in Yale Unive- 
sity’s Sterling Library and made off 
with $981,000 worth of coins. 

The Brasher Doubloon was the prize 
of the lot — and too rare to try to sell. 
A Miami insurance investigator tracing a 
stolen $3,000 watch connected with a 
jewel thief who promised to turn over 
the coin in return for his freedom. Yale 
thus got it back, then sold it last year to 
a Palm Beach collector for $650,000.

to the task, abandoned all its efforts to 
furnish a necessary domestic copper 
coinage. Add to this inflation, inflamed 
by the Napoleonic War, and the result 
was a veritable famine of small deno- 
mination coinage. 

The huge demand for long-term capi- 
tal by industrial and commercial enter- 
prises was solved by the creation of 
paper money and bills of exchange, 
which was essentially credit lines ex- 
tended over a period varying from 3 to 
12 months. 

While the gold guineas and half 
guineas, which the Mint continued to 
issue, helped bring relief to the indus- 
trialists, the value of these coins were 
too high to be of much use for wage 
payments and for retail transactions. 
The industrialists required not only 
long-term capital to set up or expand 
their works, but also operating capital, 
to cover the costs of purchasing raw 
material, overhead associated with in- 
ventory management, and wage pay- 
ments. Short-term money needs except 
for wage payments were generally met 
with credit by the producers or the 
dealers. However, the payment of wages 
required that the employer had not only 
to locate a source of funds, but find 
them in a form acceptable to the wage- 
earner. With the virtual nonexistence of 
small change, this was no small task. 
Employers were required either to 
search out coin of the realm or make 
payment in some other form. Some of 
the other forms used were payment in 
truck, the “long-pay” and payments 
using tokens or privately issued notes. 
These methods all proved unsatisfac- 
tory for exactly the same reasons that 
money evolved in the first place. Money 
must possess the qualities of being port- 
able, durable, divisible, and relatively 
stable in value. None of the above- 
mentioned schemes met these criteria. 

The objections to payment in truck 
or payment-in-kind are obvious. In the 


technique of “‘long-pay,” the employee 
was paid bare subsistence wages until 
the product was sold and payment 
received. Although this method did 
provide large periodic payments, human 
nature being what it is, they would out 
of necessity either pay off incurred 
debts or live beyond their means for a 
while and then just as quickly have to 
revert again to living on bare subsistence 
wages. 

The chief disadvantage of privately 
issued notes was the value of the notes 
depended upon the employer’s guaran- 
tee or reputation and, even then, the 
notes were often accepted by the re- 
tailer only at a discount. The least dis- 
satisfactory scheme seemed to be the 
use of tokens. As a result, during the 
1790’s, tokens became extremely com- 
mon. It’s not surprising that these 
tokens were themselves the product of 
the Industrial Revolution. Initially the 
tokens, issued in true weights, were well 
received. However, as tokens prolifer- 
ated, debasement became a common 
practice, and the public lost confidence 
in the issues. This, then, was the state of 
the monetary affairs of England in the 
1790's. 

The “horse mill” and screw presses 
which had replaced the hand-hammering 
of coins in 1662 were still in use in the 
Mint. But these antiquated methods 
with an average rate of about 26 coins 
per minute, could not even attempt to 
provide the necessary petty coinage for 
an industrial awakening England. 

However, the merchants with their 
tokens, minted using their industrial 
machinery, had proven that it was phy- 
sically possible to furnish an adequate 
quantity of small coinage. The English 
government, knowing its facilities were 
inadequate, contracted with Matthew 
Boulton to manufacture a regal copper 
coinage. Boulton, a prosperous Birming- 
ham manufacturer, struck the coins at

his Soho [London] factory, employing 
a steam press produced in collaboration 
with James Watt, the developer of the 
modern steam engine. 

The obverse of the copper coinage of 
1797 depicts the bust of King George 
III, and the legend on the broad rim 
proclaims his title. The small initial “K” 
on the bust indicates Kuchler as the de- 
signer of the coin. 

On the reverse, Britannia seated is set 
for the first time amid the waves. The 
shield, embellished with the Union Jack 
(the national flag from 1616 until 1801) 
shows St. George’s Cross superimposed 
upon a St. Andrew’s Cross [St. George, 
patron saint of England, and St. An-

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drew, patron saint of Scotland]. Her 
trident and the 3-masted man o’ war re- 
flect the patriotic details of the era. The 
minting location “SOHO” is engraved 
on the rocks. 

The coins for issue were struck in 
twopence and penny denominations. 
The metal content of these coins, in- 
tending to equal their intrinsic value, re- 
sulted in the twopence weighing two 
full ounces and the penny one ounce. 

The 1797 issues represented the first 
and last copper twopence and the first 
of the copper pennies. Due to the mas- 
sive weight of the pieces, joined with 
the feature of the broad rims, they came 
to be referred to as “‘Cartwheels.”’

The Bank of St. Johns, Jacksonville, Florida, was organized in 1857 and chartered in 1858 under the 
Florida bank laws of 1853 as amended in 1856 and 1857 

This note circulated by the bank along with a $5.00 and $20.00 denomination in 1859 and 1860, and bears 
the seal of the comptroller’s office in the lower right corner. The central scene is that of a deer being taken 
by a hunter and a dog. At the lower left is an Indian brave with bow and tomahawk. 

The plate was originally engraved by Danforth, Wright & Co. just prior to their merger with American 
Bank Note Company.
